$1 Million Weekly

week. Four-fifths of the pay- 
ments will be made in the 
Buffalo area. 


Some railroad

The Pennsylvania railroad

Since this country has been 


fed so long on patented, gov- 
ernment-issued tranquilizers, 
the trouble in Laos has as yet 
caused hardly a ripple. May- 
be the aggression will soon be 
repelled, although it seems 
more likely that the key city 
of Sam Neua will soon turn 
into another Dien Bien Phu. 
In any case, what one will see 
in Laos probably will not be 
dramatic, 
if only because 


looking for jungle-fighting in 
those particular jungles is us- 
ually far worse than searching 
a haystack for a needle. 


Nonetheless, just as a symp- 


tom, this trouble in Laos is 
really dramatically serious. It 
is bad enough as a symptom 
of what the future may hold in 
store in Asia. It is very 'much 
worse as a symptom of the 
ill-concealed contempt for the 
strength and will of the United 
States and its president that 
is plainly felt by the Presi- 
dent's prospective guest Khru- 
shchev. 


Shocking Point 


To prove this shocking point, 


a comparison offered in a pre- 
vious report may perhaps be 
repeated. In brief, when Khru- 
shchev first wanted a meet- 
ing with President Eisenhow- 
er, in 1955, he willingly paid 
for the meeting with the lib- 
eration of Austria and the 
restoration of normal rela- 
tions with Yugoslavia. This 
time, threats to Berlin have 
got Khrushchev what he has 
always wanted most of all— 
an invitation to meet alone 
with the President. 


What, then, is the explana- 


tion of this enormous and omi- 
nous change in the manners 
and methods of our enemy? In 
part, perhaps, the explanation 
lies in Khrushchev's consoli- 
dation of his personal power. 


Nine-tenths of the explana- 


tion of the change in Khrush- 
chev must therefore lie else- 
where. It lies, beyond doubt, 
in the massive, unfavorable 
shift in the East-West bal- 
ance of power that has oc- 
curred 
since 1953. In the 


Kremlin, the prevailing esti- 
mate of the power-balance is 
always the mainspring of pol- 
icy. 


The stark fact of the change 


in the power balance is daily 
drowned, in this country, in 
floods of official "soothing - 
syrup. Less than a year ago, 
the then-Secretary of the Na- 
vy was happily denying that 
there were any indications of 
Soviet missile-launching sub- 
marines. Now Adm. Arleigh 
Burke has announced that' 


the Soviets are building a se- 
rious force of these vessels. 


Program Cancelled 


Our "Polaris" submarines, 


Adm. Burke added, will of 
course surpass the Soviet sub* 
marines when we finally get 
them — several years from 
now. The Admiral did not add 
that the program that could 
have given us extremely use* 
ful missile-launching subma- 
rines now was cancelled be- 
cause of the Administration's 
budget mania. But Khrush- 
chev then gleefully boasted 
with all the politeness of an 
oncoming house guest, that 
the new Soviet 
underwater 


craft, which 
he has now, 


would cover any target in the 
United States from the wa- 
ters of Hudson's Bay. 


By the same token, 
the 


chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, Gen. Nathan Twin- 
ing, was telling all and sun- 
dry only a few months ago 
that the Soviets probably did 
not have a true jntercontinen- 
tal ballistic missile, because 
no Soviet ICpM had been 
tested at full range. With his 
usual hearty bluffness, Gen. 
Twining brushed aside 
the 


scientists' warnings that the 
Soviets were using special in- 
strumentation to test 
their 


ICBMs over reduced ranges. 
• But now the U. S, govern- 
ment has undisputed and, of 
course, unannounced evidence 
of at least two full-range So- 
viet JCBM firings which end- 
ed in the Pacific. 


Ugly Surprises 


These ugly surprises for the 


Administration's 
professional 


optimists by no means con- 
vey the true extent of the 
shift in the world power bal- 
ance. It would take a book 
to tell that story in full. 


Much can yet be done to 


give this story a better Bend- 
ing than now seems likely. 
But if Berlin and Laos mean 
anything, they mean that the 
needed action should not be 
delayed for another year, or 
another month, or even an« 
other day.

A New Honor /or James R. Durfee 


Failurt Prov+s No Dottrront to Hopts 
Oil Fever Still Persists in Area Near Fox Cities 


The nomination of James R. Durfee, 


chairman of the Civil Aeronautics Board, to 
be judge of the U. S. Court of Claims at 
Washington, D. C., is taws that should be 
well received in Wisconsin. 


Durfee is well known to a great many 


people in Wisconsin through his service for 
one term as commander of the Wisconsin 
dcpartmenC of the American Legion and 
later as a member and finally chairman of 
the Wisconsin Public Service commission. 
In these posts as well as in many other civic 
undertakings, Durfee made a fine record 
which is well known to many people in the 
state. He is a native of Oshkosh and a 1926 
graduate of Marquette University Law 
school. He practiced law in Antigo for many 
years before he was selected by then Gov. 
Kohler in 1950 for membership on the pub- 
lic service commission. Two years later he 
became chairman of that commission and 
his record was so good that he was selected 
by President Eisenhower for the chairman- 
ship of the Civil Aeronautics Board where 
he has served since April, 1956. 


The'Civil Aeronautics Board is an inde- 


pendent federal agency charged with 


Revising the Record

Ft is 
my understanding that the president 
takes advantage of no such privilege. 
The public has been familiar these past 


several years with the president's unre- 
vised remarks published in full or in part 
In newspapers following his press confer- 
ences. Because the president usually is re- 
plying to a specific question, his unre- 
viscd remarks are usually understandable. 
However, there is no doubt that many peo- 
ple are amazed or amused at the incom- 
plete sentences which appear in these quo- 
tations. The president has, on occasion, is- 
sued more complete statements to clarify 
his answers to some of the questions but 
for the most part no explanation has been 
necessary. 


However, since the senators and repre- 


sentatives both find it to their advantage 


broad responsibilities in the field of civil 
aviation.

Prox- 
mire may find Durfee objectionable re- 
mains to be seen but it is probable that 
during the weeks this matter has been 
hanging fire the senatorial amenities have 
been complied with and that the slate is 
clear for confirmation. 


to revise their remarks, it may be assumed 
that they do not always say exactly what 
they intended when they were on their 
feet on the floor of either house. Thus per- 
haps the public is best served by having the 
remarks revised. 


Since Sens. Neuberger and Allott want 


the public to see the remarks of the mem- 
bers in their original stammering and in- 
complete form, there must be some good 
reasons for it. It is possible that such a 
rule would result in better preparation 
and thus cut down the verbiage on the 
floors of both houses and with a consider- 
able saving in the publication of the Record. 
On the other hand, consider that a great 
many members would find it necessary to 
follow their unedited remarks with a care- 
ful explanation, also to be printed in the 
Record, and thus there would be a consid- 
erable increase in cost if such extensions 
were allowed. 


Nevertheless we think the 
original 


statements, with the clarifying explana- 
tions, would be best suited to the enter- 
tainment of the public. The Record is In it- 
self quite dull and needs to be fired up a 
bit. The best suggestion so far to accom- 
plish this is to print the statements of the 
members exactly as they are uttered and 
then, of course, for the enlightenment of 
the public follow them with a statement 
expressing the considered judgment of the 
member as to Vhat he had in mind.

Lynn L. Bollmgcr of Norwood, Mass., presi- 
dent of the Helio Aircraft corporation. He 
went through two 20-minulo sessions dur- 
ing which he answered questions by Rus- 
sians on how he treats his 180 workers in 
his plant. Bellinger was introduced to the 
Russians as a former Harvard professor 
who had gone into the aircraft business in 
1949 as an engineer. 


He told the Russians that there arc 


about 300 owners of his corporation who 
come from all walks of life. The workers in 
his plant average $2.20 an hour and work 


44 hours per week. He said they never 
strike and are able to buy automobiles, en- 
joy vacations and all their children receive 
educations because education is compul- 
sory in America. He told the Russians that 
his base pay is $12,000 a year and that his 
company lost a little money last year but 
hopes for profits next year. When the 
Russians wanted to know if he had been 
happier as a professor than he is now as a 
working capitalist, he said he wasn't quite 
sure but he did believe being a professor 
was easier. 


The Russians appeared to enjoy the in- 


terview and asked some pretty sharp ques- 
tions which indicates that they are really 
interested in business as it is conducted in 
America. The indications arc that it was a 
very enlightening feature of the show.

On Aug. 28,1836, when Col. 


Edwin L. Drake brought in 
the first successful oil well 
near Titusville, Pa., on Oil 
creek he not only showed the 
way to obtain that fuel from 
the ground but let loose a 
fever of speculation that has 
not'entirely subsided. 


The Fox Cities area was 


not immune to the con- 
tagion. In fact, the records 
seem to indicate a virulent 
undulating strain endemic 
here. * 


The most recent outbreak 


is centered on a farm just 
north of Clintonville west of 
Shawano County Trunks D 
and DE. 


Records at hand indicate 


this compulsion to fly in the 
face of known geological de- 
ductions has appeared in the 
vicinity in 1864, J£19, 1031 
and 1957. 


Water Well Remains 


Except 
for the 
latter, 


which is still hopefully pend- 
ing, the only visible result Is 
a producing water well on 
the White Clover dairy prop- 
erty in Hollandtown. 


During each outbreak of 


enthusiasm — easily set off 
by the discovery of oily 
scum in some marshy water 
— learned men of letters 
have patiently explained "the 
scum was indeed the by- 
product of vegetable decay 
but geological construction 
of the state precluded lakes, 
pools or even veins of com- 
mercially exploitable oil.

ters were shouted down with, 
"That's 
what 
they 
said 


about 
Indiana, Michigan, 


etc!" 


Nineteenth century history 


indicates and Twentieth cen- 
tury investors bitterly de- 
clare that the "prospectors" 
were more interested 
in 


"drilling for money than 
oil." 


Drilling seems to have 


been less concerted in the 
Fox Cities area than in other 
neighborhoods. It is said 
some Door county 
areas 


were so pockmocked with 
"test holes" that wells ran 
dry draining into the sieve- 
like watershed created. 


Jokes, Water, Blast 


The fever of '64-'66 burned 


out in the catharsis of laugh- 
ter. The boom of '19 was 
muffled by water, and the 
winter idyll of '31-'32 went 
up in a spectacular burst of 
dynamite. 


The J57 exploration

Greinke is not one of the 


most opulent farmers in the 
"heart of Wisconsin's dairy- 
land." In fact his rolling 
acreage never returned any- 
thing approaching a surplus, 
but Greinke had a dream. 


Some 25 years ago he had 


found in some lowlands an 
oily scum he was sure was 
evidence of black gold. He 
corresponded widely trying 
to Interest someone in his 
find with no avail. 


His disappointment was 


doubly frustrating since his 
speech was so halting be- 
cause of advanced and long- 
standing ear trouble he was 
not able to voice his argu- 
ments and seemed to be 
sentenced to keep his dream 
boxed up within him with 
only unanswered letters as 
an outlet. 


Comes to Healer 


Then, in 1957 a healer 


came to Appleton and Grein- 
ke, who had been told by 
medical men his ear trouble 
was beyond help, came for- 
ward and the man's prayers 
seemed to have healed his 
ears and cured his deafness. 
With ability to hear he soon 


became able to speak and he 
spoke of his oil. 


His help seemed to be 


heavensent and he turned to 
hear the word of God at Ap- 
pleton's Church of the Open 
Bible. The pastor, the Rev. 
Bartley E. Lasater, listened 
to Gremke's dream of strik- 
ing oil. 


It all fit together. A healer 


cleared Greinke's stopped up 
ears and helped him to 
speak. The marvel sent him 
to give thanks in church and 
there the frustrated farmer 
was able to gain an ally in 
exploiting his dream. 


The pastor interested Her- 


schell Phillips of Menasha 
who had successfully wild- 
catted oil wells in the south- 
west and in Indiana. He took 
a device proven in successful 
exploration out to Greinke's 
farm. Greinke, the pastor 
and even Phillips agreed the 
device indicated the pres- 
ence of oil and a well was 
sunk in March of 1957. 


Jesting of Faith 


As the Rev. Mr. Lasater 


explains, 
God 
was 
not 


through testing Greinke's 


faith. In Steptember, 1957, 
the bit was lost in a shaft 
hundreds of feet deep. The 
first well was capped and a 
new one was started in Jan- 
uary of last year. 


Trials piled on tribula- 


tions; the winch brake burn- 
ed, the cable broke and ,had 
to be fished up, bits lost 
their keenness and even 
Greinke, despite his 25-year- 
old dream, lost enthusiasm 
over watching the monoto- 
nous cradling of the drill and 
he let the rig stand idle for 
weeks at a time. Work on 
the well was slow and at 
times haphazard. 


All of this took money. The 


Rev. Mr. Lasater refuses to 
be more specific than plac- 
ing the costs "in the thou- 
sands of dollars." 


However, he declares, the 


well is the work of the Lord 
and no one who hasn't "been 
saved" can join in the tan- 
talizing, heart-breaking ex- 
pectations 
nor enter 
the 


vineyard at harvest time. 
Consequently only members 
of his parish have been solic- 
ited for membership in the 
well's stock company. 


As yet even close friend- 


has not been able to 


sway the Rev. Mr. Lasater't 
membership requirement. 


At 1,000-Foot Level 


The well is presently re- 


ported at a depth of more 
than 1,000 feet and the core 
drill is bringing up oil shale 
while the bit wears out its 
keenness on "cap rock." A 
crackling./ heard at 
each 


thump of the bit has been 
diagnosed as escaping gas. 


But this business of drill* 


ing for oil in Wisconsin is a 
tedious one. For six months 
now the report from the 
Greinke well has been "just 
a few feet more, any day 
now." 


In 1864 and 1865, gas es- 


caping on the Roudebush 
farm along what is Spencer 
road now in Appleton caused 
a stampede of speculators 
to the area and an avalanche 
of stock certificates. In 1866 
the press started to report 
hoaxters using the wells for 
practical jokes from Kau« 
kauna into the town of Cen- 
ters and soon Appleton oil 
wells became historic curi- 
osities.

A man named Smith — no 


one today seems to remem- 
ber his first name — arrived 
in the Hollandtown area in 
1931 and formed a corpora- 
tion to drill a hole.

An accidental 
detonation blew up well, cas- 
ing and all. 


Last report of the man 


named Smith has him a 
guest of Uncle Sam in Kan- 
sas because of some golden 
opportunity he offered the 
people of the Oakotas.

In these latter exploits 


Mike Flynn of Hollandtown 
won for himself a reputation 
of being actively interested 
in oil in Wisconsin. But this 
montle rests uneasily on 
Flynn's shoulders now. 


"I wouldn't walk across- 


the street for an oil well 
now," he says. "There was 
oil there maybe, but I'm not 
too sure how it got there ex- 
cept maybe it got poured 
in." 


Meanwhile the 
Greinke 


drill continues

Ancestry of Corps 


The ancestry of Uie corps 


ran he traced variously — 
to a robust wbarfsidc tavern 
in 
Philadelphia 
in 
1775. 


where the first marines were 
enlisted, and to the organiza- 
tion by the British Navy in 
1664 of a detachment of sea- 
going foot soldiers. 


Those first marines were 


enlisted in the autumn of 
1775 nt the Tun tavern, a 
salty, roast-bccf-and-beer es- 
tablishment on phil a d c 1- 
phia** Front street. 


The rccniits were prom- 


ised,a daily ration of a pound 
of beef or pork, a pound of 
bread, nnd an ample supply 
of 
flour, 
raisins, butter, 


cheese, oatmeal, molasses, 
tea, and sugar, not to men- 
tion a daily issue of the best 
wine, rum or brandy. One 
recruiting poster emitted a 
glowing final paragraph: 


"The Single Young Man, 


on his Return to Port, finds 
himself enabled to cut a 
Dash on Shore with his GIRL 
and his GLASS, that might 
be envied by « Nobleman." 


Enlistments mounted un- 


der such stimulus, and when 
the navy's first little squad- 
ron of warships sailed undei* 
Commodore Msck Hopkins in 
January, 177(5. to raid New 
Providence island in the Ba- 
hamas, more than 200 ma- 
rines went along. 


With John Paul Jones 


Since the Continental Navy 


was very small and vastly 
outweighed by the 'British 
fleet, neither it nor its ma- 
rines cut a very large figure 
in the history of the Revolu- 
tion. 


IU a r t n e s did fight at 


Trenton, and at Brandywinc, 
however, 
and they were 


most definitely present on 
the Bonhommc Ric h a r d 
when John Paul Jones cap- 
tured II. M. S. Scrnpis in 
that famous engagement off 
Flamboroiigh Head. 


After peace came, the ma- 


rines went out of existence, 
along with almost all the 
rest of the American mili- 
tary establishment. In 1794 
congress began to rebuild 
the navy, and the marines' 
resurrection took place on 
July 11. 175W. when congress 
passed the basic act setting 
UP the U. S. Marine corps. 
, 


It ntithorircd a strength of 


33 officers and 848 men. spe- 
cifying that the corps should 
be employed on sea duty, on \ 
duty at various posts and , 
garrisons 
in 
the 
United 1 


States, and — the all-impor- 
> 


tant clause which permits . 
use of the marines almost 
anywhere — "any other duty 
on shore, as the president, in 
In* discretion, shall direct." 


U was alwnt this time that 


the marines* famous esprit 


de corps began to develop. 
This was partly due to sheer 
force of circumstances. By 
tradition, 
detachments of 


marines on warships served 
not only as a ready striking 
force but also as a species 
of seagoing police to enforce 
discipline. 


Uniform Appears 


They were of the navy but 


not in it, and to survive at 
nil they had to build up a 
sense of cohesion and loyalty 
to their own group. The feel- 
ing also was consciously fos- 
tered by those in authority. 


A distinctive uniform was 


adopted. During the revolu- 
tion, the marines had worn 
green 
coats 
with 
while 


breeches, 
and 
when 
the 


corps died, this uniform died 
also. 


The new marines, in 1788, 


wore surplus army uniforms, 
including scarlet waistcoat 
and facings and dark blue 
coats and trousers. By 1804 
something more special was 
devised — blue coats faced 
with gold and scarlet, white 
pantaloons, and p l u m e d 
shakos. Also included was a 
leftover from the original 
costume — a stiff leather 
stock, worn about the throat, 
which did not remain part of 
the uniform but which did 
leave marines with their en- 
during nickname of "leath- 
ernecks." 


In addition to the fighting, 


of which the corps had a 
great deal, the early com- 
mandants of the marines 
had two primary concerns — 
the development of a stiff 
discipline, and the business 
of coping with the profes- 


sional hostility of army and 
navy officers. 


The tradition of tough dis- 


cipline, established in the in- 
fancy of the corps, remains 
to this day, although disci 
plinary forms have changed 
a good deal. There is a rec 
ord of a private who hac 
been found asleep on sentry 
duty being sentenced to walk 
post for the next two months 
encumbered by a ball anc 
chain. 


In 1820, a private court 


martialed for desertion was 
sentenced to wear an iron 
collar, with a 6-pound shot 
attached, for four months, to 
forfeit all pay during that 
period, and then to be drum- 
med ignominiously out ol 
the service. 


It was around 1875 that the 


famous marines' hymn wa 
written, with stirring recital 
of marine achieve m e n t s 
"from the Halls of Monte- 
zuma to the shores of Tripo- 
li." and its jeering assertion:

Legend Flowers 


The legend was full-blown 


by now, and the special ma- 
rine spirit of scparatencss 
and superiority was well es- 
tablished.

shore of the Mediterranean. 


There had been many 


other fight*, too. Marines 
served in the War of 1812. It 
Is also of record that there 
were marines with Andrew 
Jackson at New Orleans, and 
of course marine detach- 
ments served on such ships 
as the 
Constitution, the 


United States, and the Es- 
sex. 


Between formal wars, the 


corps was kept busy. Ma- 
rines helped destroy pirate 
nests in the Caribbean in 
the 1820's; they also went all 
the way to Sumatra, where 
they made up part of a land- 
ing party that, in 1832, 
stormed and sacked the 
stronghold of Quallab Bat- 
too. 


Some of the navy's peren- 


nial irritation with the ma- 
rines undou b t e d 1 y stems 
from 
incidents like this: 


landing parties were usually 
composed of marines and 
sailors, but after the dust 
had settled people had a way 
of believing that the ma- 
rines had done it all. 


A m a r i n e detachment 


marched to Mexico City with 
Winfield Scott, in the Mexi- 
can war (there comes the 
"Halls of Montezuma" mo- 
tif), and had a prominent 
part in the specta c u 1 a r 
storming of Chapultepee. 


Call of the South 


The Civil war brought the 


same problem to the ma- 
rines that it brought to the 
other services. Officers of 
southern birth mostly re- 
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signed and went off to serve 
•the confederacy. About half 
of the marines' captains and 
two-thirds of their firaj lieu- 
tenants, according to one his- 
torian, gave up their com- 
missions when the war be- 
gan. In the war itself the 
corps played no outstanding 
role. 


It was during the years 


after the Civil war that the 
corps emerged with its mod- 
ern character fully establish- 
ed: as an ever-ready striking 
force that could be used any- 
where. It took part in land- 
ings in many places, in For- 
mosa, Uruguay, Mexico, 
Egypt and Haiti, in Argen- 
tina, Chile, Nicaragua, North 
China, Panama and — away 
back in 1871, this was — in 
Korea, where no fewer than 
six marines won Medals of 
Honor for bravery. 


Concerning these interven- 


tions there has been much 
argument. That they have 
profoundly irritated many 
Latin Americans i* unde- 
niable, and that at times 
they served chiefly to pro- 
tect certain Wall street in- 
vestments is equally unde- 
niable. At 'the same time, 
until fairly recently it was 
taken 
for 
granted — in 


Washington, at least — that 
if the United States lets no 
European power intervene in 
the affairs of any New World 
nation, it must itself inter- 
vene if revolutions 
bring 


chaos, bankruptcy, and riot- 
ing to an unstable land. 


The marine corps kept its 


men honed to a steady7 fight- 
ing edge; it made veterans 


out of men carefully selected 
and rigorously disciplined. 


World Wort 


In 1917 the Fifth and Sixth 


regiments went to France to 
serve in the Second division 
of the A. E. F. as the Ma- 
rine Brigade, which fought 
bravely at Belleau Wood 
and * other places. When 
World war I ended, the\ 
whole country had. heard 
that marines were great 
fighting men. 


Then came World war 


II, in which the corps really 
came into its own. Coming 
into its own meant very hard 
times indeed for a great, 
many individual v marines, 
for the corps got some very 
sticky jobs to handle, all the 
way from Guadalcanal to 
Iwo Jima. 


The memory of all these 


things is so recent that it 
hardly needs to be touched 
on here, except to remark 
that in some ways the ma- 
rines were the victims of 
their own reputation. They 
had established themselves 
as tough guys, a corps d'elite 
that could take on anyone or 
anything, and as a result 
they kept being given rough 
assignments, particularly in 
the far-flung Pacific area. 


For the marines not only 


prided themselves on being 
tough: they were tough, and 
their much-talked-of esprit 
de corps grows out of their 
consciousness of that fact.
